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Northwest Passage 


For centuries Spanish, French, Dutch and English 
explorers sought a way to travel from Europe to 
China and the Spice Islands by a Northwest Pas- 
sage. Christopher Columbus found America because 
he was trying to reach Asia by sailing westward. 


On May 29th, 1950 the Royal Canadian North- 
west Mounted Police schooner St. Roch returned to 
Halifax after having sailed completely around 
North America. The St. Roch passed through the 
famous Northwest Passage that Hendrick Hudson 
thought he had found when he sailed up the Hud- 
son River. It took the St. Roch 137 sailing days and 
she was the first ship ever to make the passage. 
Formerly, the general route had been explored by 
trappers, missionaries and policemen travelling on 
sleds over the ice. Not content with this, the St. 
Roch went on to sail around Alaska, down the West 
Coast, through the Panama Canal and up the East 
Coast to her home port—Halifax in Nova Scotia, 
Canada. The St. Roch was manned entirely by po- 
licemen of Canada’s famous Force. She was built 
strongly with a rounded bottom to avoid the ice.
